CIRCUMSTANCES  iurrounding   the  end  of  St.  Emily 
Harris  off  S«lttpring  Island   on    Auguit  14,  1871,  are 
shrouded  in  mystery.   Capt.  James  Frain.  one  passenger 
and  a  ChliMM  cook  disappeared  when  the  steamship  blew  up. 
How  it  happmtd  rwnaini  i  riddle  locked-in  the  boMm  of  the 
deep 


Lord  Mayor  Plants  Tree 


Cspc.  Frsln  was  a  pioneer  navl- 
fator  on  Cooa  Bay  and  the  Umpqua 
River  before  settling  In  Victoria  In 
the  60s.  The  Emily  Harris  was 
launched  on  January  3,  1861,  by 
Peter  Holmes  for  Harris,  Carroll 
Company,  of  Victoria.  She  was  100 
feet  lenr,  l«.t  feet  beam  and  9  feet 
deep. 

While  pa.sfiinK  Saltipriiig  Island 
ou  August  14.  1871,  Capt.  Clarke,  of 
Bs.  Sir  James  Douglas,  was  hailed 
by  Gonstable  Sampson.  He  reported 
the  Bmlly  Harris  had  blown  up  the 
*»B*C  day  while  bound  from  Nanal- 
nio  to  Victoria  with  one  pa&senger 
and  .sixty  tons  of  coal.  He  believed 
Capt.  Prain,  the  passenger  and  a 
Chinese,  cook  had  perished  la  the 
explosion. 

Sampson  had  In  ( harge  three  In- 
dian.s  and  a  half-breed  who  formed 
tlie  crew  of  the  Ill-fated  vessel. 
They  were  badly  scalded,  but  the 
baU-toeed.  who  claimed  to  be  the 
fnglneer,  was  uninjured 

Capt.  Clarke  took  them  aboard 
4BdprrM  r  .  (i  ui  Nanalmo. 

  CREW  QUESTIONED 

Arriving  at  Nanalmo.  the  Emily 
Harris  crew  was  que.stioiu'd  by  au- 
thoritics.  The  Indians  said  there 
'war  T  Bllgtit  ekpToSloH  aboard  and 
they  were  the  only  onee  injured. 
Everybody  jumped  orerboard  when 
they  found  the  vessel  was  sinking. 

•n»ey  tried  to  lower  a  hfeboat,  but 
had  no  knife  to  cut  away  thf  lash- 
ings. Within  half  an  hour  the 
Emily  Harris  disappeared  stern 
first.  Capt.  Fraln.  the  passenger 
and  the  cook  sank  beneath  the 
waves.  After  a  two-mile  sAtm.  the 
Indians  reached  Saltsprlng  island 
In  an  exhausted  oondttlOB,  aeOOTd- 
iii(f  to  thi'lr  story. 

The  engineer  declared  he  saw 
Capt.  Frain  floating  upon  two 
planks  and  was  sure  he  reached 
land  alive.  He  said  boiler  supports 
gave  way  and  it  broke  through  the 
bottom  of  the  boat,  scalding  them 
with  steam  and  hot  water.  Later 
on  the  half-breed  changed  iiia  story 
and  claimed  everybody  aboard  the 
vessel  was  blown  overboard  Iqr  an 
explosion  and  only  he  and  the  In- 
dians lived. 

After  heirln^  the  cnnnictinK 
versions  of  the  mLshap,  Capt. 
Clarke  decided  to  hold  the  crew  for 
^irtber  questioning.  On  arrival  at 
Victoria  on  August  IT  the  half- 
breed  jumperl  ashore  whilo  the  Sir 
James  DoiiKlns  was  belim  tied  up. 
He  soon  di.sappfand.  The  Indians 
were  lianded  over  to  |K)llce.  and  one 
Of  them  was  found  to  be  badly 
scalded  and  in  :\  .s<<ii')iis  condition. 

SF.ARt  If  P.\RTY 

Lieutenant-Governor  Trutch  was 
visited  by  three  prominent  business 
men  on   August  IS   who  believed 


Capt.  Praln  and  the  others  on  the 

Emily  Harris  were  still  alive.  The 
same  day  Ss  Sir  James  Douglas 
left  for  the  sc^n«*  of  the  di.sa.ster. 
bearing  Sergeant  McMillan  and  J. 
O.  Norrls.  Joe,  the  half-breed,  was 
located  by  Inspector  Bowden.  He 
said  he  had  no  Intention  of  running 
awav.  and  agreed  to  accompany 
tho.s«'  aboard  the  Douglas. 

8team.shlp  men  believed  the  water 
was  low  hi  the  Bmlly  Harris'  boUer. 
and  the  engineer  in  turning  on  a 
fresh  supply  had  caused  the  fatal 
explosion  As  far  'as  could  be  as- 
certained the  mishap  o-ciiried  In 
Trincomalrp  Channel  on  the  north 
side  of  SaltsprlriK  Island,  between 
Walker's  Hook  and  Captain's  Pas.s 

Bearing  two  doors  and  a  barrel 
OfT  the  Kniilv  Harris,  the  Douglas 
returned  to  Victoria  on  August  19. 
Those  aboard  conducted  a  minute 
search  around  Prevost  Island.  Long  j 
Bajr,  Ci^itain's  Pass  and  Walker's! 
Hoolc.  They  found  the  doors  and 
barrel  twelve  miles  from  the  point 
where  the  half-breed  believed  the 
vessel  had  gone  down.  There  was 
no  trace  of  Capt.  Frain..  the  pas- 
senger  and  the  cook.

Caplam  J.  F.  Patrick,  wliu  wa-s  m 
command  of  the  Canadian  Pacillc 
liner  Empress  ol  Canada  when  she 
sailed  for  Hawaii  and  the  FVur  last 
laat  nif  ht.  is  a  CtycteBid«  veteran  of 
•team  and  sail  over  the  whole 
seven  seas. 

Stocky  in  stature  and  ins  rolling 
consonants  proclaiming  his  fllasnow 
birth,  Captain  Patricic  has  niled 
many  positions  with  the  Canadlin 
Pacific  fleet,  yhich  ht  has  served 
for  tbc  past  sixteen  years.  He  came 
to  the  Canadian  Pacific  with  a  wide 
background  of  exprrierup  in  .sail 
and  steam,  and  has  made  himself  a 
highly  valued  and  emclent  offlcer. 

Hince  1920.  when  he  came  to  the 
Pacific  fleet  to  join  the  Mattawa  at 
Vancouver.  Captain  Patrtck  has 
been  In  the  Impress  of  Asia,  the 
^npress  of  Prance,  Empress  of 
Ra";sia,  Empress  of  Canada.  Em- 
pres.s  of  Canada,  Empress  of  Aus- 
tralia and  Empress  of  Japan  in 
every  capacity  from  second  ofBoer 
to  commander.  During  the  Winter 
of  1W5-36,  hi  the  abiRIBnn  Hong- 
Itong  to  superintend  overhaul  op- 
erations of  the  four  win'.-  Em- 
presacajtf  Captain  A.  J.  Holland,  he 
was  acting  marine  superintendent 
at  Vancouver.

Tn  them,  men  who  have  given  their  whole 
lives  In  the  accumulation  of  knowledge  and 
txpcricnce.

Feeding  the  Dog 

PROPER  feeding  Is  an  important  factor  in 
a  doK  .s  health,  and  indirectly  has  a  great 
bearing  iipnu  the  .span  of  i!^  'ale  In  the 
first  place,  it  should  be  remembered  liiat  ri^u- 
lar  hours  for  eating  are  as  important  for  the 
dog  as  for  the  human  belnc  A  rioff  .should  be 
led  al  .">et  time.s  and  not  permliied  violent 
exercise  imraediiitely  after  a  full  meal,  althouph 
it  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  respond 
to  nature's  calls  shortly  after  eating.  , 

Such  procedure  will  tend,  not  only  to  in- 
culcate regularity  of  habit,  but  will  react 
healthfuUy.  as  a  dog  is  peculiarly  a  creature 
of  habit.  Fe<d  your  dou  alway.s  in  the  .same 
place  and  at  the  same  hour  and  you  will  be 
surprised  how  quickly  it  will  learn  to'  go  to  the 
design.ited  ^ix>t  at  the  .set  time, 

II  you  want  your  dog  in  the  diiung-room 
during  mealtime,  do  as  I  do— teach  It  to  He 

qtr.etly  in  a  ceit;iiti  .vjKit  and  by  no  means 
permit  it  to  acfpiire  the  inck  of  looking  for 
anything  from  anyone  at  the  table.  Do  not 
feed  your  dog  between  Ita  regular  times  for 
eating,  otherwise  whenever  you  help  yourself 
to  a  candy,  a  cra^'  kcr  or  otherwise  lo  Indiilge, 
the  animal  will  be  more  or  leas  insistently 
kMklng  for  a  share. 

To  ke.'p  In  n<«<(i.  heiilihy  condition,  a  grown 
dog  requires  but  one  principle  meal  a  day, 
which  prefsrably  should  be  given  in  the  late 
aftern'xin  nr  early  evening  In  the  morning 
It  can  l>e  given  a  whole  dog  biscuit  or  two,  or 
a  good-sized  bone  with  some  meat  on  It.  or  for 
the  smaller  breeds,  a  shredded  wheat  biscuit, 
or  toast  moistened  with  milk  A  dog  must  he 
fed  regularly  a  certain  amount  of  food  wliich 
it  must  gnaw  and  chew  in  order  to  keep  its 
teeth  to  good  shape.  lU  natural  tendency  \s 
to  gulp  .soft  or  prepifed  food  with  practicuUv 
no  chewing,  and.  therefore,  unless  a  certain 
amount  of  food  is  supplied  which  reqinrei 
mastkatton,  the  teeth  and  general  health  will 
suffer.

To  use  the  vernacular, 
Japan  has  "missed  the  boat."

Hirota  Evades  Query  for  Outioo  k  for  War

TOKIO,— Premier  Hirota  has  declined  to  answer  four  questions,  bearing  on  the  ouil 
for  war,  international  co-operation  for  peace,  currency  stabilization  and  reduction 
of  trade  barriers,  which  were  submitted  to  him  by  The  North  American  Newspaper 
AUtance  at  thv*  same  time  that  they  were  presented  to  the  heads  of  six  other  world  powers 
—the  United  States,  Oreat  Britain,  France,  Germany,  Italy  and  Soviet  Russian.  Chancellor 
Hitler  of  Germany  wa.s  the  first,  to  answer  the  question.s. 

I  do  not  consider  it  timely  to  answer  these  questions  now,"  was  the  only  explana- 
tion the  Japanese  Premier  would  give  for  his  refusal.

Granted  that  world  stabilization  of  currencies  ls  desirable,  what  steps  should  be 
taken  to  bring  this  about  and  how  soon  do  you  think  it  could  be  effected? 

4.  Do  you  favor  the  leveling  of  trade  barriers,  In  a  spirit  of  International  oo-opera- 
tion,  and  how  do  you  think  this  can  best  be  brought  about?

Oppression  From  Abroad 

How  i>ppresslon  from  abroad,  in  this  ci.se 
Japan,  might  unify  a  people  is  under- 
standable.   Not  only  has  Uanchurla  been  ef- 


fertively  lopped  off  China,  but  tl;e  old  metro- 
politan inrovlnoe  in  which  Pciping  and  TicnLsin 
are  located  is  occupied  by  several  thousand 
Japanese  troops,  the  Nankmtj  Government  Is 
forced  to  bow  to  the  will  of  Japan  again  and 
again,  and,  most  important  of  all,  the  Chinese 
p6cketbook  Is  being  touched  and  every  Chi- 


nese is  "lotsing  face"  through  the  smuggling 
conducted  under  the  qulejicent  protection  of 
Japan.  Here  are  the  motives  for  welding  a 
people  into  a  strong  unit  The  radio  offers 
the  means  for  accomplishing  it. 

Only  I  par  eent  of  th*  Chinese  people  can 
read  and  write;  there  is  no  coiiur.on  .s(>oken 
language;  means  of  transportation  are  so  poor 
that  speahefs  cannot  stump  the  country.  The 
radio,  however,  for  the  first  time  in  China's 
four  thousand  years  of  history,  makes  it  pos- 
sible to  reach  vlrtually~wery  Chinese  within  a 
few  hOUlS.  Tlie  same  .sjyi^ch  in  a  half  dozen 
different  dialects  goes  out  regularly  from  Nan- 
king, and  all  China  listens.  A  receiving  set 
and  loud  speaker  are  beinn  in.stalled  in  every 
village  under  Nanking's  control,  and  that  is 
now  nearly  the  whole  of  China,  at  least  south 

of  the  Yellow  River.  Every  duties*^  knows  of 
and  resents  Japan's  policy  in  China.  In  the 
event  ct  war,  every  Chinese  would  be  roused 
to  fever  pitch  for  the  defence  of  his  country. 

Unity  of  Chinm 

T  N  other  ways  has  the  central  Oovernment, 

i    under  the  guiding  hand  of  Oenerali.s.siino 
Cliiang  Kai-tihek,  built  up  and  strengthened 
not  only  itself  but  Chiria  as  a  state,  the  Chi- 
r:e.se  people  as  a  unitv     Chinese  Ctovernment 
cfficiaLs  no  longer  tluiik  as  they  formerly  did, 
no  longer  hold  "the  same  objectives  in  view.

All  this  Soonas  incredible  to  tho.se  who  Ithew 
the  Cliina  of  even  five  years  at-n.  but  the 
writer  is  recording  here  eyewitness  tcstmtony, 
not  only  his  own  but  that  of  others  who  live 
in  China  and  know  wliat  is  goinp  on.  Even  in 
SJiaiighui,  where  perhaps  most  foreign  resi- 
dents know  next  to  nothing  about  China, 
many  realize  what  is  taking  place 

Chiang  Kai-Shek  has  a  large  air  fon  e  at  lius 
call  and  at  lea.st  400,000  well-armed  and  com- 
paratively well-trained  men  on  whose  unques- 
tioning loyalty  he  can  depend.  La.st  Spring  he 
t<x>k  advantaize  of  tlie  trouble  in  the  northern 
Province  of  Sliansl  to  bring  it  under  his  con- 
trol, the  first  time  that  Shansl  has  really  been 
controlled  bv  the  centra!  Goveniment  .sinre 
Yen  Hsi-.Shan  made  u  the  "model  province  " 
Earlier,  Chiang  brouuht  nearly  all  the  Interior 
of  the  country  back  under  the  aegis  of  the 
Nanking  peirtme.  More  recently  the  two  south- 
western i>rovinces  of  Kwangtung  and  Kwangsi 
have  been  effectively  reincorporated  into 
China  following  a  half-hearted  and  abortive 
revolt.  Onlv  tli.ii  •  ..■  riuna  winch  lies 
adjacent  to  the  Great  V^ail  and  is  cither  occu- 
pied by  Japanese  troops  or  could  be  so  eccu- 
pled  within  a  few  days  if  his  poliry  there 
became  too  strong  is  out  of  hLs  gi.asp  at  pres- 
ent.

but  there's  s  lot  of  woi-k  yet  to  be  doi/e  Mo--- 
essays  on  "Making  a  Newjlpaper"  e|id  afer 
the  "copy  '  pa.s,s<'.s  from  \hri  newsrooiji  to  the 
mechanical  department.  It  should  n6t  be  so. 
It  would  take  an  experienced  printer  and  a 
Cf¥)d  writer  to  record  all  the  intricTies  of  the 
mechanical  departments — and  there  are  four 
of  them— engraving,  printers,  stereotype  and 
press. 

After  the  'copy  -we  will  use  that  term 
instead  of_"*'pries'— reaches,,  the  composing- 
room.  It  is  handled  by  an  expert  who  separates

This  in  the  coiultision  reached  by  J.  W.  Spaf- 
ford,  deputy  diwctor  of  agriculture  tar  tha 
State  of  South  Auatralia.  after  a  mnrey  of 
thoae  countries.  Due  to  mlninir  aetlvltlea  thera 
has  bc'n  a  tcnd'^nry  to  neglect  aRrlculfural 
matters  In  the  past,  but  heavy  expendlturea 
ir8-JlQK.Jbelnff  Incurred  to  Improva  famlnff 
conditions  and  production. 

The  country  contain.^  a  high  proportion  of 
stony  grotmd  with  patchy  soiI.<;.  but  in  the 
aggregate  there  1«  a  fairly  oorulderable  area 
of  country  capable  of  hlKh  production.  In  a 
Rcnpral  way  South  Africa  corulst^  of  plalnf 
from  which  rise  ^reat  numbers  of  steep>slded, 
flat-topped,  stony  hills,  the  aoU  on  the  table* 
tops  of  the  hills  being  in  most  cases  shallow, 
but  where  sufflelent  rain  1a  received  la  caps'-'.e 
of  growlnt;  f,'rH,'»-i  s  and  liorbs  for  the  mnlii- 
tenance  of  large  numbers  of  ilvestoclc.  On 
the  plains  themselves  moat  of  tha  aoila  ara 
of  great' r  dpi)th.  niir!  In  vome  cases  of  much 
better  qualuy,  and  a  gofxl  number  of  them 
well  suited  for  crop  growing.  In  the  more 
prominent  valleys  and  along  the  rivers  first- 
class  agricultural  soils  are  met  with,  and  In 
thrsr  pl.K'Ps  fruits.  vogetaUM  and  pMtUTM 
are  prodmcd  quite  well.

areas  of  really  fertile  soUs  are  built  up,  and 
then  over  a  period  of  years  rains  of  a  torren- 
tial nature  are  expei  lenred,  which  Irad  to 
the  washing  away  of  the  soil.  This  sou  ero- 
sion to  so  bftd  during  some  periods  ot  tlma 
that  nr.iriv  nil  of  the  loose  eurthy  nuterlal 
which  ha.'^  tak<  n  such  a  very  long  time  to  form 
the  deposit^'i  of  some  of  the  valleys  to  removed, 
and  virhat  were  once  really  good  agricultural 
lands  become  barren  westes,  with  deep  gorges 
havins  precipitous  Sides  and  banks  .'>f  raw 
soils  Incapable  of  growlnK  cultivntrd  crop.s 

A  considerable  amouiu  of  soil  erosion  Is 
taklnif  place  at  present,  but  the  Government 
Is  makintr  a  strenuous  effort  to  cheek  the  ad- 
vance of  tlif  tiouhlr  wherever  it  Is  likely  to 
prove  worthwhile,  and  by  work  undertaken  is 
saving  a  vast  area  of  good  agrlcutural  land 
whii  h  would  otherwise,  most  assuredly,  be 
V  a.she<l  away. 

A(?ricuUurallv.  .Sfnith  Africa  is  largely  a 
grazing  country,  nevertheless  .she  malntaias 
her  population  with  home-grown  crops,  with 
a  slight  deficiency  of  wheat,  which  Is  m.ore 
tlian  conipriuaitd  for  by  exports  of  other 
vegetable  food  t nils,  and  with  Intcnsivi-  farm- 
ing crops,  puch  as  fruits  and  grapes  for  wine, 
she  to  making  steady  and  continuous  provress. 

Corn  is  Largest  Crop 

CORN  Is  the  most  Important  crop  of  the 
Union,  beinn  grown  over  greater  areas 

than  otlicrs,  nnrl  Is  the  r.tanle  foodstuff  of  the 
natUe  and  p'-n  r  iMiioii'.in  fK>riions  of  llie 
population.  Export.^  of  corn  vary  from  100.000 
to  aoo.OOO  tona.  annually,  while  Ui  the  season 
of  1931-33  the  figure  was  240.500  tons. 

KtrtMuioua  efforts  have  been  put  forward  to 
m.ike  South  Africa  self-supporting  in  wheat 
and  restrictions  have  been  placed  on  the  Im- 
portation of  flour  and  wheat.  Cven  with  * 
high  artificial  price,  the  low  yicld.s  obtained, 
due  to  uii.suitabli-  (llin.itir  condit lon.v.  damage 
by  ruAt,  and  the  existence  of  only  moderate- 
quality  solto,  render  wheat  growing  In  much  of  ' 
th   Union  an  uneconomic  proposition. 

Tlie  prodiicllon  of  fruit  and  wine  ha.s  rap 
Idly  become  very  important  in  South  Alrita, 
and  thte  largely  because  of  th<»  ^rreat  care  ex- 
en  i  •  d  HI  preparing  the  articles  for  the  export 
markci.s.  This  effort  to  capture  and  retain  a 
market  has  been  partlcuUrly  .succe.s.sful  where 
soft  fruits  are  concerned,  and  fruits  from  the 
Union,  and  notably  grapes,  plums  and  peaches, 
are  said  ,  to  •  n  "P  m  'li*"  British  markets 
m  as  good  a  (  ni  ..:i  ,  >m  .it  Ica.si.  as  similar  fruits 
from  other  countries  m udm^'  ttuMn  to  Great 
Britain.  The  following  ligurrs  give  an  Idea 
of  the  extent  of  the  Unions  fruit  exports: 
Or^jies.  8,000  tons;  pcnrf,  5non fris  plums 
and  prunes,  1.300  tons;  jjeache.s.  i.no  'dn.s  and 
apples,  200  tons.  Large  quant  hp-  "f  (  iiru.-> 
fruits  Are  exported,  aim.  the  total  being  130.000 
tons,  mainly  oranges,  with  small  amounts  of 
grai)efruit.  maiiditlas  and  lemons. 

In  addition  to  her  trade  In  «r,n>es.  South 
Africa  has  a  large  export  in  wine,  the  amount 
being  about  650.000  gallons  annually,  the  bulk 
of  which  goes  to  Oreat  Brits  in.  Ratoltu  and 
currants  are  a  source  of  Income,  also,  about 
3,000  tons  bi-itu'  cvpirted  enrh  vcnr.

SHEEP  provide  South  Africa  with  her 
largest  returns  from-»ny  sinni.'  pha.se  of 
agriculture,  there  being  a  total  of  about 
46.000.00ft  head  in  the  Union,  with  annual  ex- 
pnit  -  Of  ai)out,  :'7  «  non.ooo  pounds  of  wool. 
Orcftt  efforts  are  being  nnd.*  to  Improve  the 
wool  produced,  and  a  >tr  uT  of  wool  and 

sheep  rts,  most  of  whom  were  trained  in 
Austrilia.  IS  maintained  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  help  sheep  farmers  \n  every 
possible  way.  Since  19J9  ilure_has  been  a 
small  lew  on  inspected  and  export  wool  Ap- 
proximately $40,000  is  raised  from  thte  levy 
each  year,  which  sum  to  spent  for  researc  i 
work,  propananda  au'\  puhlicit v.  collect ioh  ftrtd 
publication  of  W(»l  markets  Information,  and 
for  condtirtlng  short  courses.

SAVINOS  of  millions  of  dollars  annusllv 
mill  accrue  to  poult  r\  men  if  experimental 
work  by  United  States  a^mnUMak  MlMI* 
ttots  develops  as  expected. 

The  experiments  have  been  conducted  by 
H  n  Barott.  Ai-riculture  Department  poultry 
-—technologist,  over  a  period  of  fifteen  years 
and  t!n  said  to  have  resulted  In 'finding  the 
optimum  of  favorable  conditions  under  whWi 
'  eggs  should  be  hatched.  — 

For  years.  Barott  lia.s  worked  In  his  exten- 
elve  laboratory  at  the  Beluviile.  Md .  experi- 
mental term  wHh  "calorimeters"  in  which 
he  could  measure  exact  air  conditions— the 
•mount  of  humidity,  gaseous  air  contents  and 
temperatures  .so  that  over  *  long  period  he 
eould  determine  what  sir  eondlllons  were  best 
suited  to  hatehlngv 

~  Results  fo  Be  Known  Soon 

HB  results  of  hto  expertaMttta  are  lo  to- 

.published  in  a  d<'tailed  technical  report, 
scheduled  to  be  off  the  presses  in  about  two 
months. 

Rougl^y.  however,  hto  .experiments  have 
riiown  that  the  Ideal  hatching  conditions  are: 
Temperature,  100  degrees;  humidity.  60  per 
cent,  and  gaseous  makeup  of  the  surroundUig 
air,  4  of  1  per  eent  earkott  tftosMe  and  St 
per  cent  oxygen. 

Barott  experimented  with  temperatures 
ranging  all  the  way  from  90  degrees  to  well

stand  fairly  well,  has  opened  the  way  for 
maintaining  the  better-quality  beef  bre^  of 
catth  of  Brlttoh  origin,  and  pasture  Improve- 
ment worlc,  which  is  overcoming  the  limita- 
tions of  tlie  naluial  pa-slurage.  Is  admitting 
of  the  proper  development  of  these  beef  breeds 
where  beforehand  the  Afrikander  was  the 
best  of  those  able  to  keep  in  health  and  grow 
to  normal  size.  As  the  Afrikander  crosses 
well  with  British  beef  brteds.  tlie  breed  will 
always  be  important  in  South  Alrica,  even  if 
th-!  country  eventually  becomes  a  prominent 
producer  of  beef. 

Dairying  is  Important  In  South  Africa  to  the 
extent  that  unless  a  severe  drought  to  expe- 
rienced sufficient  milk,  butter  and  cheese  are 
produced  to  supply  local  demands,  and  have 
a  small  surplus  loi-  export  The  dairy  cattle 
being  used  are  largely  of  the  Holsiein  breed, 
and  some  very  good  herds,  and  plenty  of  good 
animals  of  this  breed  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Union.

Of  Sodium  Chlorate 

FARMERS  wlio  had  lost  hope  of  ever  stem- 
ming the  tide  of  couch  grass  infestation 
now  look  forwsrd  to  being  able  to  clean  up 

this  worst  of  h!1  we<'ds  with  vr-rv  It'tle  effort 
on  thplr  part  and  no  loss  of  time  or  crop,  un- 
der a  system  recently  tried  out  at  Salmon  Arm 
and  Revelstoke  by  the  Pront^cisl  Department 
of  Agriculture.  1 1 

During  the  month  of  Nm»mher.  in.if).  several 
'plots  m-ere  treated  with  sofilum  chlorate  and 
lef  for  the  rain  and  snitw  to  complete  the 
work  of  eriidirMtion  This  Spnnc  after  the 
snow  wa.s  gone  not  a  vestige  of  life  could  be 
found  In  the  plots  which  comprised  one- 
quarter  acre  badly  infected  with  couch  gra.«s. 
In  fact  each  plot  was  .selected  for  an  almost 
solid  mat  of  couch. 

The  plots  were  left  until  May  and  June,  then 
ploughed  iind  eult'lvnted,  then  M>wn  to  crop. 
Our  pint  srpficd  to  Spring  r\e.  May  15,  had  a 
crop  twenty-four  Inches  high.  June  12,  dark 
green  and  healthy  and  showing  no  ill  effects 
frT>m  the  chemical  used 

The  couch  gra.ss^ roots  ar^^  left,  in  the  eroiind. 
by  tlie  abo\e  m'tli(x)  rvhicli  of  course,  adds 
humus  to  the  soil,  and  they  appear  to  rot 
down  very  quickly. 

Broadcast  by  Hand 

ON t:  problem  we  had  to  overcome  was  the 
use  of  A  sprayer,  which  lew  farmers  own, 
so  the  ii.so  oi  dry  mmI  with  the  chlorate  to  two 
parU  dry  soil  was  advi.vd.  This  mtoture  was 
then  sown  by  hand  .bro«d(  ,nst.  spreading  half 
lengthways  and  the  balance  crossways  of  the 
plot  thus  avoiding  danger  of  a  pieee  being 
missed. 

The  result*  TJf  the  late  Pall  treatment  ««e«n 

a*»;on;shinc  •-ucrr-s.s,  hut  two  Spring -ticated 
plots  do  not  sliow  siirh  good  results.  Evidently 
the  couch  gras.s  being  sue  )i  a  strong  growing 
grass,  can  nght  off  the  eflects  of  the  chlorate 
with  growing  weather  condition!',  and  we 
would  strongly  advtoe  agaUuit  a  Spring  appli- 
cation. 

K<xtium  chlorate  at  the  rate  of  180  pounds 
per  acre,  mixed  one  part  chlorate  to  two  parts 
dry  soli.  Soil  should  be  taken  in  the  Summer 
and  kept  dry  until  needed  Mix  wi  11  and  spread 
broadcast.  Apply  late  In  the  Fall  before  freeze 
up  or  after  the  rainy  season  has  started.. 

A.  sodium  chlorate  to  Inflammable,  danger^ 
is  reduced  by  the  above  method.

THERE  is  no  doubt  that  the  experienced 
pxtubror  i.s  at.  a  decided  advantage  as 
compared  with  the  novice;  and  It  muit.

themselves  are  responsible  in  no  small  measure 
for  disappointments  experienced  through  their 
n  fu.su I  to  realise  the  fact  tha  nave  a  lot 

to  learn.  Flower  shows  are  framed  as  a  test  of 
cultural  skill,  but  there  to  much  which  can  be 
done,  in  .so  far  as  the  actual  exhibiting  It^self 
Is  concerned,  to  make  or  mar  each  effort.  The 
novice  must  from  the  outset  set  himself  to 
learn  tho.se  lit  Me  points  which  mean  so  much 
when  judging  time,  comes  round. 

One  pitfall  "wTSlWfBiUSl  always  W .gvottfedr 
whether  In  fruit,  vegetable  or  flower  classe.s,  is 
that  of  showing  ill-balanced  specimens.  Very 
frequently  one  sees  a  huge  onkm.  let  us  say. 
together  with  notably  smaller  specimens  In  a 
class  which  calls  for  three  of  six  bulbs.  The 
temptation  to  show  a  particular  monster  to 
strong,  but  In  such  eases  It  serves  merely  to 
show  up  the  denciencles  of  the  remaining 
specimens.  Chances  of  success  would  be  nrich 
mitre  r(Uy  If  each  were  as  nearly  as  possible  of 
a  ktp.  end  there  ars.  as  a  rule,  single  specimen 
lipes  /  where  extra  apeeials  may  be  jbafely

N!nr:c>As  In  a  normal  class  should  be  of  only 
medium  size,  certainly  not  more  than  one  foot 
In  length,  and  fresh  and  tender.  Runner  beans, 
loo.  must  bf  sfrlnclcss  and  brittle  Pods  two 
feet  or  more  In  length,  with  hard  seeds  and 
tough  strlnes.  are  luelass.  Actually  there  are 
onl>  a  few  vecetabl^s  In  which  great  site  Ls  en- 
courased  nmone  uhlrh  onlorts  are  probably 
the  JUOSt  -nd' Iv  crown,  hut  even  then  It  Is 
essential  that  th^y  shoula  be  solid,  shapely, 
clear-skinned  and  without  thick  necks. 

A  good  deal  of  care  must  naturally  be  exer- 
cised In  the  preparation  of  .show  vee'^table.s. 
for  rough  handling  will  very  soon  result  In 
fatal  blemishes.  All  tix>t  crop«  and  bian^hM 
specimens.  Hwiv  aa  leeks  and  celery,  mtuit  be 
washed,  and  only  a  sponge  should  be  used  to 
cleanse  thrm.  A  very  .soft  brvLsh  may  be  neces. 
sary  with  root  crops,  but  skm  mu#t  on  no  ac- 
count be  broken.  Potatoer  in  particular  are 
very  ensilv  spoiled  if  harshlv  handled  An^  ' 
point-  vegetables  of  any  kind  should  never  be 
exprwd  to  light  unnecessarily.  Even  after  an 
exhibit  Is  staged,  i.  toji-ell.  worth  whll*»  to  cover 
every hing  with  sheets  of  clean  brown  paper 
until  the  last  moment,  for  just  an  hour  or  two's 
exposure  can  make  a  world  of  difference. 

Floral  Exhibits 

FLOWERS,  contrary  to  the  general  opinion, 
are  rather  more  easily  handled  than  vege- 
tables It  Is  not  always  a  simple  matter  to  ar- 
range for  thdr  packing  and  transporutlon  td 
k  show,  btii  that  apart,  there  are  not  the  same 
pltfaUs  nor  the  same  amount  of  preparatory 
work.  As  with  vegetables  freshness  mast  be 
regard'-d  as  the  point  of  paramount  Impor- 
tance Huge  dahlias  with  black  petato  that  are 
already  dead,  or  gladioli  from  which  even  one 
pip  has  been  s'rlpped.  wil'  r^-vr  win  a|gUui 
perfectly  fresh  specimens,  e.en  though  the  lat- 
ter are  undeniably  smaller.    It  to  sometimes 


posslW  to  coax  wayward  blooms  on  a  gladioli 
spike  Into  position  by  manipulating  them  with 
the  fingers,  but  the  very  foolish  practice  of 

aftrn.pting  to  pin  them  In  place  must  never  be 
adopted.  Sharp  practice  of  thLs  nature  will  not 
for  one  moment  deceive  an  experienced  judce. 
and  It  to  In  any  case  against  all  better  Instincts 
to  adopt  what  can  only  be  termed  unfair  means. 

Early  morning  or  late  evening  are  ti.i-  ideal 
Umes  to  cut  flowers  for  show.  and.  except  in 
the  case  of  specimens  which  are  very  short- 
lived, it  -s  always  wise  to  cut  at  lea-st  tweUe 
hours  before  packuiR  The  blooin.<:  can  then  be 
stood  in  watei  in  a  cool,  airy  room  H!  <  r  which 
they  will  suffer  little  through  being  out  of 
water  during  transit.  The  great  point  when 
packing  flowers  to  to  make  quite  certain  that 
they  are  firmly  and  immovably  wedged  in 
position.  It  Is  of  little  consequence  If  each 
■loom  touches  its  neighbors  so  long  as  they 
lannot  rub.  Boxes  should,  of  cotirse  be  kept 
trfectly  clean  and  lined  with  r  •  'l^xin 
iper.    Dirt  or  du.st  is  alwav  • -i  !)e  avoided. 

Experience  Essential 

STAGING  IS  an  art  wh;ch  can  only  be  ac- 
quired with  experience  It  is  quite  impos- 
sible to  give  really  aseful  iastrn.  'ions  on  this 
point.  The  novices'  best  plan  l<  to  watch  an 
expert  at  work,  and  note  carefully  Ju.st  how  he 
proceeds.  It  to  a  good  plan,  too.  to  stage  some 
trial  Tsses  with  unwanted  blooms  for  a  week  or 
t  wo  before  the  great  day.  for  in  this  wnv  some 
degree  of  proficiency  will  be  attained  and  some 
eonfldenee  in  handling  flowers. 

There  to  one  piece  of  advloe  $p3i^  to  so  eon  - 
stantly  reiterated  that  It  may  seem  needless  to 
repeat  It,  but  it  to.  nevertheleas,  true  that  many 
erciwers  do  fail  to  read  the  schedule  carefuTly. 
and  are  as  a  result,  v^isquahhed  through  minor 
defections  which  should  not  have  occurred  and 
would  not  had  the  conditions  governing  the 
class  been  carefully  studied  One  bloom  too 
few  or  too  many  in  a  cla.ss  call.nc  f  or  a  set 
number  will  dtoquaiify.  and  even  though  the 
judges  may  not  have  sufflclent  time  to  check 
up  such  points  In  every  case,  committee  mem- 
bers or  fellow  competitors  will  invariably  note 
any  omission.  There  Is  then  no  alternative  but 
.disqualification  There  can  be  nothing  more 
galling  than  to  hsve  pood  specimetis  ruled  out 
on  sucH  scores  and  there  Ls  no  doubt  thst.  In 
nearly  every  Instance  where  it  does  occur,  care- 
laasnesa  nn  ths  exhibitor's  par 
sible. 


Pruning  Rambler  Roses 

RAMBLER  roees  should  be  pruned  as  soon 
as  they  ha\e  nni.^hed  flowering.  In  the 
case  of  such  familiar  varieties  as  Dorothy  Per- 
kins. Hiawatha  and  American  Pillar,  thto  usu- 
ally means  that  the  work  can  be  done  at  the 
end  of  Augu.st.  but  .some  of  the  more  modern 
rambler  roses  .such  Dr.  van  Fleet  and  Mer- 
maid, have  a  much  longer  blooming  season, 
and  It  may  be  necessary  to  wait  until  October 
before  they  ran  be  pruned  satisfactorily  The 
method  is  to  remove  as  much  as  poesibte  ef  the 
old  growth  that  has  already  borne  flowen.  but 
to  retain  all  the  strong  voung  can''.s.  pflrt'.'''i- 
larly  those  that  spring  from  near  the  ba^e  of 
the  plant.  Do  not  be  nusled  Into  supposing 
that  these  are  sucker*.  Every  healthy  rambler 
will  make  ttry  Ttgorous  basal  growth  at  thto 
time  of  the  year.  If  it  should  produce  suckers 
—that  to  to  say,  shoota  from  the.  stock,  as  wen 
as  Its  own  baaal  groerth.  the  unwanted  Intrud- 
ers ean  usually  be  picked  out  verv  easily  by 
their  eomparauvely  ihin  and  weedy  appear- 
snoe. 


White  Madonna  Lilies 
Against  Background 

Of  Blue  Delphiniums 

MADONVK  lilies  have  contributed  their 
loveliness  to  the  flower  parade  Of  thto 
season,  and  now  It  to  time  to  think  of  plant- 
ing more  of  them  for  next  year.  The  white 
Madonna,  or  Annunciation.  Illy  iLllium  can- 
dldumt  Ls  one  of  the  mast  .satl.sfactoiy  of  all 
the  lilies  to  grow  m  the  average  garden. 

The  bulbs  of  the  Madonna  Illy  are  licsi 
planted  in  August.  Surh  early  pla-  inK  i-  .i  :- 
vlsable,  since  this  bulb  makes  a  rosette  growth 
of  leaves  In  the  Autumn.  Madonna  lilies  are 
not  fussy  and  th^ir  general  hardlne.s,s  implies 
the  assurance  of  l lowers  wherever  ihiy  are 
planted  Hut  all  lilies,  even  this  one.  must 
be  planted  according  to  certain  general  prin- 
ciples. 

The  depth  at  which  lily  bulbs  .should  be 
planted  varies  with  the  ^pecle.s  Madonna 
lilies  are  plat  cd  very  shallow— only  two  inches 
deep.  Even  in  the  most  ordinary  garden  soil 
no  fertUtoer  need  be  added.  Like  all  lilies,  thto 
one  IS  particular  about  Its  draiiiak-c.  and  con- 
seq  "ntly  careful  gardeners  place  sand  on  all 
sides  of  the  bulb  when  planting.  It  to  common 
practice  to  set  the  bulb  two  Im  hes  deep,  with 
at  least  an  in<  h  of  sharp  .sand  under  and 
around  it  As  precautionary  measures,  bulbs 
are  sometimes  dusted  with  sulphur  or  with  i 
mercurial  dtolnfecunt  before  planting  and 
mulched  afterward,  so  that  there  to  no  neces- 
sity for  cul'h  n'ton 

Prefer  Sunny  Location 

MADONNA  lilies  prefer  a  sui.ny.  oprn  lo- 
cation, though  ihry  often  grow  well  in 
partly  shaded  places.  Once  they  have  become 
establtohed  it  to  not  best  to  trnasplant  unless 
ahsolutely  necrssary.  Bulbs  tli  it  arc  planted 
in  August  according  to  specifications  are 
reasonably  certain  to  eetabltoh  themselves. 
Even  around  established  clumps  one  should 
Cultivate  with  care,  since  the  roots  grow  ho 
clo.se  to  the  soli  surface.  If  they  mu.st  be  trans- 
planted, thto  is  usually  best  done  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  flower  stems  wither. 

Madonna  lilies  ahd^^elphlnlum  In  combina- 
tion aro  one  of  the  ela*slr  plantings  for  June 
floA.Mi,,  1  tic  pur<"  u'./.ri'-.s.s  of  the  lilies 
to  enhanced  by  the  delphiniums  blue.  The 
Madonna  also  combines  effectively  with  other 
tall-crowing  prrenTiials.  especially  those  .'Hh 
spikes  of  richly  colored  flowers.  Low-growing 
perennials  not  only  contrHrat^  toward  a  color- 
ful^ picture,  but  also  help  maintain  the  well- 
being  of  the  Illy  plants.  Any  low-growing 
perennial  or^'shnib  t!.i'  dofs  not  have  too 
spreading  a  root  system  keeps  the  soli  cool 
and  moist,  all  oC  whkh  the  Madonna  lUy 
dumps  appreciate.  • 


Kinds  of  tlrtbt 

IT  is  rr-rtain  thai  thto  Madonna  lily  'L  ran- 
didum<  .s  an  old  species,  long  known  m 
Europe  snd  often  reproduced  in  ancient  art. 
There  are  two  kinds  of  bulbs,  easily  dtotln- 
guifthed  by  their  acalea.  The  hardy  one  has 
white,  flesliy  .scales,  fairly  compact,  without 
the  pmk  tinge  evident  in  the  earlier  flowering 
bulbs  which  are  used  for  forcing. 

Tftr  Madonna  Illy  not  only  ushers  In  the 
flowering  reason  of  garden  lilies,  but  their 
plaiitir.i;  time  as  well.  None  of  the  la'.cr Jtbtom- 
Uig  Summer  lilies  need  be  planted  as  early 
as  August,  If  thtir  H"**""*  d*«iri>«i  for 
■he  next  year  It  Is  well  to  plant  during  the 
Au'  .mn  snd  then  mul'  li  as  many  of  the  other 
5;ummer-bloomlng  liUr-s  a^  can  be  purchased 
in  August  and  September. 


The  esrlier  species  of  lilies  which  have  fin- 
ished flowerlnc  should  have  the  old  blooms, 
including  the  oM  stalks  tga>OM<LJuitihejnain 
stems  should  be  allowed  to  remain  It  is 
wrong  to  cut  these  plants  right  down  ,  while 
still  irwn  and  fun  of  sap.

Biirolt  found  that 
raismg  the  temjjerature  sliglUly  would  in- 
crease thto  Incubating  perold  by  24  to  36  hours, 
but  that  raising  the  temperature  Just  1  per 
eent  would  result  in  reducing  the  quality  of 
the  chicks  "by  110  [x  r  cent.  Therefore,  he  con- 
cluded, it  would  be  far  wiser  not  to  attempt 
to  speed  up  incubation.

DWARF  buckeye,  member  of  the  "hprae- 
ehes^nut"  family,  usually  escapes  thi  no- 

tie«  of  gardeners  and  lBnd.^cape  arrhl.eeta. 
Althmigh  It  »a«  discovered  in  1785  by  jearly 
settlers  Ih  America,  it  seems  little  known  I  rxlay, 
and  only  now  and  then  doea  one  nm  i  cross 
thto  Interesting  plant  which,  as  a  spei  imen 
flowering  shrub,  has  few  rivals  ttl  iMNMIt '  OBd 
in  usefulness  to  small  gardens. 
'  Its  manner  of  growth  makes  it  a  model  plant 
for  lawn  decoration,  as  it  .seldom  rraohes  a 
height  of  more  than  Ave  feel.  Its  spreading 
branches,  with  their  characterLstlc  upturned 
tips,  covering  a  circle  Wss  than  ten  feet  in 
diameter  Tlie  foliage  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
common  horse-rhr:,tinii  D  irintr  the  groAing 
season  it  to  so  completely  covered  with  foliage 
that  It  appears  to  be  a  solid  dome-shaped  mass 
of  green  It  is  a  very  fknn  grower,  extremely 
hardy,  and  quite  immune  t/j  insect  pests  and 
fungus  diseases  It  blooms  in  July,  when 
most  other  shrubs  are  through  flowering. 

A  well  grown  "buckeye"  in  full  bloom  to  a 
sight  long  to  \y  remembered  ?*rom  the  tips 
of  each  branch  great  spUics  of  flowers  rise  well 
above  the  foliage,  each  spike  a  foot  or  more  la 

length  and  held  very  erect.

This  Is  attributed  to  dissatisfaction  with  the 

foremn  poiiry  of  the  Government  and  the  dis- 
gust of  tlie  electors  over  Italy  being  allowed  to 
get  away  with  the  conquest  of  Aby-ssinla. 

But  the  votes  lost  by  the  Conservatives  were 
not  gained  by  the  Labor  Party.

Longest  Speech  in  Years 

MR.  Ernest  Brown,  the  Mini.stcr  of  Labor, 
demonstrated  that  he  knew  his  subject 
thoroughly  when  he  asked  the  House  to  ap- 
prove the  new  Unemployment  Asslstanre  Regu- 
lations, substituted  for  those  hurnedlv  wiMi- 
drawn  eighteen  months  ago  as  the  consequence 
of  a  storm  of  protest. 

He  spoke  for  an  hour  and  three-quarters,  the 
longest,  .speech  heard  in  the  Hou  e  for  years. 
The  Labor  Opposition  gave  him  a  rouKh  pa.s- 
sage,  as  had  been  expected.  But  Mr.  Brown 
iyv,se.s.se.s  the  most  stentorian  voice  In  the 
Hou.sc.  and  he  went  on.  despite  lnterrui)tlon.s, 
pouring  forth  a  tCH-rent  of  figures  and  statis- 
tics which  he  managed  to  make  heard  above 
the  uproar. 

"The  Mini-ster  will  not  be  permitted  to  pro- 
ceed," they  yelled  lioin  the  Lab<ir  back  ben?he.s. 
The  Speaker  s  firm  hand  and  his  quiet  warn- 
ing. "It  is  not  iKJs.slble  to  carry  on  the  debate 
m  this  m  tinier."  ultimately  produced  a  some- 
what calmer  atmosphere. 

Nowhere  in  the  world  had  the  able-bodied 
rereived  so  much  practK.il  help  as  in  thus 
country,  declared  Mr  Brown.  Ilie  Me.m.s 
Te.st.  he  iasi.sled  mu.st  be  i<' amcd,  hut 
the  revi.s/>d  regulations,  he  claimed,  carried  out 
the  Crovernment's  election  promtae  to  preserve 
the  unity  of  f.imily  life. 

Vehement  denials  from  the  Labor  benches 
followed,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Greenwood,  who 
spoke  next,  .said  the  section  of  the  Unemploy- 


ment Act  dealing  with  the  Means  Test  must  be 
torn  from  the  Statute  Book. 

It  btx-ame  evident  a.s  the  debate  proce^-ded 
that  the  Opposition  was  niakuig  no  real  at- 
tack on  the  proposed  scales  of  relief,  which

THE  highway  to  Sooke  iklrting  the  rocky 
hilkldes  below  Humpback  Hill  turiu 
ihMrply  to  the  left  whff*  tt  ia  jolMd  by 
the  croMTOftd  from  Ckridstream.  Hie  latter, 
being  narrow  and  gravelly,  is  comparatively 
little  traveled  tr>day,  though  it  ruius  itirough  a 
picturc^qnB  valley  between  Humpback  and 
Mount  Macdonald.  Thia  valley  make-s  one  of 
,three  that  must  meet  at  thla  particular  corner, 
the  other  two  being,  lint,  that  traveled  from 
Luxton,  and  next  the  narrow  one  lying  ahead 
towards  Sooke,  flanked  oo  the  left  by  the 
cliffs  of  the  Cattle  Hilla.  On  eaeh  aide  of  the 
road  there  In  a  Itttlp  pif^p  of  turfy  field 
Uirough  which  earlier  and  later  in  ihe  season 
runs  a  little  brook,  but  In  these  late  Summer 
daya  lt«  course  is  but  a  winding  track  of  p«-b- 
bles  and  boulders,  wuh  here  and  there  a 
glimpse  of  dark,  damp  soil.

Work  IS  on  the  eight-hour  a  day  six-day 
week  ba-Ms.  At  limes,  u.sual  duties  give  way  to 
entertainment,  to  organized  sports,  lectures  on 
forestry  and  other  activities.  They  are  paid 
at  tlie  rate  of  $1.75  per  working  diay,  with  a

But  suddenly  there  appeal  s,  a  little  way  out, 
another  living  thing,  a  large  bird  riding  the 
swells  with  ease  Larger  than  any  gull,  and 
black  in  color  at  our  distance  from  it.  It  Is 
easily  recognisable  by  ita  outline  as  none  other 
than  a  loon  or  great  northern  diver  Most  of 
Its  progress  Ls  under  water,  as  it  swims  only  i  a 
short  distance  before  diving  •  and  coiites  up 
some  dLstancr  off  after  what'  seems  a  quijie 
lonv;  interval  of  submergence.  Loon.s,  sindly 
or  in  pairs,  are  frequently  seen  along  this  part 
of  the  coast  In  Siunmer.  One  misses  tpe 
weird  cry  of  this  bird  which  wakens  the  night 
on  inland  lakes,  perhaps  be<Mu.se  the  .«ea  is 
rarely  still  along  the  shore  and  the  cra^  of 
tha  breakers  drowns  other  sounds. 


At  Point  No  Point 

FROM  our  lookout  on  the  rocks  we  climb  the 
low  hillside  again  by  the  almoei  invisible 
pathway  among  wind -pruned  salal  and  spruce, 
and  take  a  cattle  train  towards  the  peninsula's 
and.  When  first  I  used  to  come  here  the  herb- 
age was  only  a  foot  or  so  high,  and  much  of 
the  area  was  covered  with  white  clover,  sown 
by  the  owner's  hand.  But  today  there  are 
thickets  as  high  as  the  head  or  higher,  tblsketa 
of  salmonberry-  and  thimbleberry  and  wild  rose, 
with  little  open'  places  in  between  where  the 
scarlet  Indian  paint-brush,  the  white  pearly- 
everlasting,  and  omnipresent  yarrow,  yellow 
buttercups,  and  even  the  wistful  blue  of  the 
speedwell  face  the  August  sun  in  their  power 
of  the  cool  sea-mlsUi.  It  is  impossible,  owing 
to  the  height  of  the  tide,  to  get.  to  the  i&let  to- 
day, but  we  go  down  on  the  extremity,  where 
the  rodu  are  bare  of  vegetation.  Tlience  we 
can  see  not  only  the  rock  channel  between  the 
penln.sula  and  the  i.slet.  but  another  deiep 
jpilly  at  an  acute  angle  which  penetrates  tlie 
pentnsula  and  promises  soma  day  to  form  still 
another  Islet  If  only  the  sea  on  the  west  can 
break  the  clo.se  stiff  growth  on  that  side.  On 
the  basalt  platform  where  we  stand  we  .see  the 
great  grooves  cut  by  the  northwestward  moving 
Ice -cap  of  the  glacial  age,  whose  clear  evidence 
induced  the  geologists  of  the  Geological  Sur- 
vey to  name  this  Glacier  Point.  The  Topo- 
graphical Board  has.  however,  wisely  decided 
that  the  earlier  and  nautical  name  of  Point  No 
Point  must  stand.  Here,  too,  we  can  see  re- 
corded on  the  basalt  the  story  of  certain 
stages  of  volcanic  activity.  Plrst.  the  main 
body  erupted  as  part  of  a  great  up-welUng  of 
lava  through  huge  fissures  in  the  earth  s  crust; 
then.  a.s  this  cooled  and  cracked,  further  up- 
ward movements  of  lava  to  1111  .smaller  open- 
ings; finally  some  of  tht  -c  dykes  were  tfiem- 
selves  opened  lenglhwiie  djid  siiil  .sma-ur 
.set ondary  djfkes  formed  within,  making  com- 
posite dvkes. 

The  basalt  has  undergone  certain  interesting 
superficial  changes.   The  original  surface  has 

been  .snioothed  off  and  .siri.ited  and  prooved 
by  the  action  of  gludal  ici.  and  much  of  this 
newer  surface  has  been  preserved  quite  re- 
markably by  the  covering  of  it  by  glacial  drift. 
Where  this  has  been  long  removed  by  erosion 
the  .s<'a  ha.s  Krcatly  di^vovrd  (h«'  .surface  in 
places,  and  where  armed  with  sand  it  ha^t  pro- 
duced a  secondary  polishing  upon  the  rough- 
ened surface  Large  area.s  either  well  above 
the  waves  or  only  reeentlv  uik  overed  stiU  look 
almost  fresli  from  the  ire-cap.  and  the  hand 
can  feel  the  polished  surface  and  the  eye  de- 
tect the  scratches  and  striations.  But  this 
.surface  abn\c  t!,.  reach  of  the  sea,  and  e.spc- 
cially  on  the  vertical  walls  above  the  main 
gullies,  is  undergoing  a  process  of  erosion,  too. 
Tlii.s  time.  hoAi\er  it  Ls  not  mechatu'-al,  but 
meteorological  and  chemical  in  lUs  nature.  The 
exposed  surfaces  of  the  basalt  are  expoH^d  to 
rain,  which  Is  In  Itself  one  of  the  greatest 
agents  of  chemical  change.  Its  drops  carry 
oxNKen  and  carbonic  ai  id.  and  ,ls  tlie  rocks 
above  the  sea's  reach  are  the  home  of  great 
colonies  of  lichens,  as  well  as  the  plants  that 
pain  a  f'wtho'fl  however  prec.uioas.  in  Ihelr 
cracks,  a  further  supi)ly  of  acid  lit  derived 
from  their  decay.  The  acid  attacks  the  min- 
erals of  the  ba  nit  the  iron  silicates  and  the 
llme-beannp  h  id  i'li-  .  .md  slowly  but  .surely 
disinteinai .  tin  :n.  a  la<  t  which  can  be  .seen 
in  the  redduJi  or  whitUli  crust  on  the  outklde 
of  the  rock.  The  rock  surface  is  susceptible 
and  this  rni.si  pnrtictilarly  ■><)  to  chani.ies  of 
heat  and  cold,  which  cau.se  alternate  expansion 
and  contraction  Thus  there  are  patches  here 
and  there  all  over  these  basalt  rocks  from 
which  a  thin  outer  cru.st  has  been  removed. 
exiMssiiiii  a  fii-.ik  surf.ice  liei,<.i'!i.  a  pro-ess 
agam  to  be  renewed.  Henoe,  where  the  waves 
have  been  unable  to  exert  their  force,  the  un- 
covered rock  shows  its  slow  .subjertlon  to  weather 
and  chemical  cnange  by  tlie  general  brown - 
ness  and  by  the  shattering  of  its  surface  in 
patches.  It  Is  only  where  the  sea  has  worn  It 
and  polished  it,  or  where  the  soil  cover  has 
only  recently  been  rr  moved,  that  the 
letains  its  primitive  color. 


Indian  Reck  Carvingi 

THIS  proceas  of  w«atlienng  has  its  relation 
to  tlie  Indian  drawing.s  of  Poln'  No  Point 
Unfortunately  we  cannot  see  the  two  on  the 
Islet,  sill  ewe  r:ii,not  reach  it,  and  they  are  on 
the  southward  and  hidden  Mde.  But  wc  can 
see  the  one  on  the  peninsula,  which  represcnu 


a  conventional  haUbut.  But  to  sea  il  we  hava 
to  view  it  from  across  one  of  the  gullies.  Close 

at  hand  Its  outlines  are  blurred  and  almost  lost_ 
in  the  weathered  surface.  Seen  from  our 
viewpoint  on  the  south  it  appears  as  if  drawn 
with  rather  wide  pale,  but  not  white,  lines  on 
the  reddish  brown  of  the  weathered  rcvk.  Tfie' 
Indian  artist  obviously  drt-w  with  .some  sli.irp 
instrument,  probably  stone,  inci&lng  the  figure 
in  what  was  then  perhaps  a  frash  surface  ot 
stnne  .Since  then  weathering  has  done  its 
part  at  least,  working  horiaontally  from  each 
side  of  tha  inclaed  Unas  as  well  as  vertically 
and  thus  at  once  broadening  the  effect  of  the 
outline  and  rendering  it  paler  than  the  back- 
ground I  have  several  times  been  asked  about- 
the  approximate  aga  of  these  drawlnfs  and  I 
have  had  to  answer  that  apart  from  thair 
character  it  is  hard  to  say,  because  wa  da  HOt 
know  the  depth  of  Uie  original  cutting.  Dm 
drawings  were  probably  never  very  deep,  but 
they  must  certainly  have  been  more  than  mere 
scratches  to  have  left  so  permanent  a  mark  on 
the.se  expo.s«'d  ro<'k- walls 

Looking  down  from  the  rocks  into  the  deep 
water  we  see  a  group  of  strange  vegetable 
prowths.  They  l(X)k  like  a  number  of  dark 
brash-like  shrubs,  several  stems  from  a  single 
root.  They  are  really  seaweeds  ol  tha  spec^ 
known  as  Egregla  menziesla  It  has  no  popu- 
lar name,  though  it  ml^ht  be  suitably  called 
••bla<lder- fringe  "  It  consLsts  of  several  stems 
from  tlie  pouit  of  attachment,  and  baeomos 
strap-like,  an  Inch  or  so  wide.  Tha  surfaeea 
are  covered  with  small  tubercles,  giving  it  a 
roughened  appearance  and  feel.  Along  the 
edges  are  the  bladders  which  enable  It  to  float 
upright  in  the  sea.  leaf- like  organs  which  bear 
the  spores,  and  others  which  art  sterile,  The 
color  is  daj-k  ollveaceous  brown. 

Leaving  the  rocks  we  reUace  our  steps  until 
we  gel  to  the  base  of  Uie  i)eii)iisula.  where 
make  our  way  towards  'he  little  bay  on  its  ea-st 
side.  It  IS  no  ea.sy  matter,  for  the  thickets  are 
dense  and  over  the  head  on  tha  further  side. 
Bracken  and  salmonberry,  thimbleberry  and 
lase,  comb  me  to  make  a  close  hedge  towards 
this  edk-e  ot  the  shore,  an  entirely  different 
condition  from  the  other  side,  with  Its  wind- 
pruned  slopes  of  salal  and  spruce,  and  Its  com- 
paratively oi>en  vegetation  for  .son.e  dl-lanre 
back  from  the  crest.  However  wc  al  last  find 
a  path  down  to  the  beach,  and  what  a  dlflTar- 
cnce  there  W.  The  noise  of  the  wa\es  break- 
ing in  quick  succession  on  the  sir.md  is  goii« 
or  hoard  only  as  .something  distant  and  foreign 
Here  the  sea  meets  the  sand  as  quietly  and 
peacefully  as

the  shore  " 

The  little  bay  is  bounded  by  rocLs  at  each 
end.  along  who.v  tops  the  land  vegetation  runs 
out  to  greet  the  sea.  Near  the  centre  Is  another 
majw  of  rock.  There  are  .shady  comers  where 
the  numiil  is  blooms  ye'  still  rivaling  with  Its 
.spotted  gold  Uie  scarlet  of  the  Indian  paint- 
bruith.  Polypody  ferns,  sprung  up  after  the 
tiirly  July  rain  and  hemnninc  already  to  wilt 
in  the  air  of  Aiian  t  and  great  sword-ferns 
luxuiiate  in  .su  h  .i  place.  On  the  rocks  the 
wild  strawberry  decorates  every  crevice  on  th^ 
upper  surface,  sending  out  long  red  nmn -rs  to 
break  at  intervals  hit^i  new  planUs  The  sea- 
plantain  and  the  thrift  are  there,  too,  whUe  in 
a  little  hollow  among  the  debris  of  beaehwood 
the  bright  yellowish  green  succulent  foUagt  Of 
the  .sea  piusl.me  1.S  con  piciioiis.  The  same 
cannot  be  .said  of  its  small  flowers,  which  are 
very  modest  and  retiring,  in  color  white  and 
situated  in  the  axils  of  tlie  fleshy  leaves  ime 
latter  are  remai k.ih'.e  for  the  regularity  with 
which  they  are  arranged  in  four  rows,  giving 
a  cerUln  primness  at  variance  with  the  rather 
soft  and  loose  ha  hit  of  tlie  plant. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  bay  the  rocks  .show 
\erv  distinctly  the  old  shore  on  which  the  mld- 
Tertlary  sedimentary  rockA  were'  laid  df>wn. 
For  here  we  see  the  coar.se  < onglomerale  mark- 
ing this  contact.  Its  rough  irregular  blocks  of 
basalt  Imbedded  in  a  coarae  yellow  sandstone 
whleh  In  turn  lies  upon  and  encircles  tha  bed* 

ro(  k  Acrov  ,1  larp'T  indentation  Of  tha  thot^ 
iii.-'  ',in  l>e  .seen  low  clills,  along  whose  faoa 
are  ;i  .n.  rir.s  of  parallel  streaks  of  the  same  yel- 
lowish sandstone,  while  just  beyond  and  hid- 
den by  a  protecting  point  is  Plea  Bay,  wheia 
the  shor'  ..s  comtx»»ed  ol  a  coai.se  harsh  con- 
glomerate sandstone  eontaining  fossil  <^ster 
fhell,  as  these  basal  eon^lomerataa  here  often 
do,  while  at  Ihe  far  end  are  two  <iiperlniposed 
.shalif>w  cave,  ex  .ivated  by  the  waves,  tha 
upper  one  a!  some  comparatively  recent  period 
when  Uie  land  stood  lower  than  it  now  4oes  la 
lelatlon  to  the  land.  ■  I
